Be Spent to Replace Creo 
sote Blocks 


One of ther smallest" "paving pro 


grains in recent years is plan; ^d by 
the common council for 1929, it is 
indicated by Mayor A. C. Rule. S 
penditures for this activity will tota 
approximately $40,000 if the tenta- 
tive program recently submitted to 
the aldermen is adopted. 
This is 


the sum set aside in the budget for 
next year. 


Recommendations for paving only 


three streets, totaling about 16 
Jjlocks, will be made to the council 
according to Mayor Rule. They are 
Washington, Oneida and Lawrence- 
fits. He did not think it likely that 
a wider program 
would be given 


serious consideration. 


The streets proposed for paving 


are now surfaced with creosote 
blocks, which were laid more than 20 
years ago. Washington-st has this 
surface 
from N. Apple ton to 
N 


Rankin-sts, a 
distance 
of nine 


blocks. 
Five blocks on Oneida-st 


from North to Lawrence-sts, 
are 


similarly surfaced and the remain- 
ing two blocks are on Lawrence-si 
from the bridge to S. Oneida-st. 


The area measures .approximately 


20,000 square yards. The city wil 
have to pay for most of the cost, as 
only about one-fifth of the bill can 
be assessed against adjoining proper- 
ty holders because of a state law, 
Mayor Rule explained. 


This law, it appears, provides that 


the maximum charge to property 
, holders for street pavement is $3 a 
^square yard. Residents of the above 
mentioned streets already have paid 
abo'ut $2.67 a square yard for 
the 


creosote blocks. Consequently the 
difference represents all the addi- 
tional cost that can be levied by 
the city. 


The type of pavement to be laid 


on these streets has not yet been 
.determined. 


'The creosote hlocks have been a 


source of- worry to the city for many, 
years," Mayor Rule said. "Several 
thousand dollars has been expended 
annually in recent years to keep 
these streets in repair,' but it was 
just like throwing money away be- 
cause we knew that the same work 
would have to be repeated again and 
again.

The result of the high water level 


on the lake Is not noticeable- here 
until data tenders on the upper river 
start sluicing1, when the current on 
the lower river becomes so swift that 
navigation is impossible, according to 
Mr. Everett. 


A high level last Saturday and 


Sunday 
combined with a strong 


wind, flooded the highway along the 
south shore of the lake and by Mon- 
day the pavement was covered with 
ice, making automobile travel dang- 
erous, people on the south shore of 
the lake reported. Action is being 
taken at Oshkosh and Fond du Lac 
to prevent federal authorities from 
increasing the level as proposed.

ing-thread 
sealed in a glass bulb. 


The result was the_first practical in- 
candescent electric light—the won- 
der of its day. 


In commemmoration of that occa- 


sion and on the eve of its golden an- 
niversary, the Inventor 
will re- 


ceive a congressional 
gold medal. 


The secretary of the treasury, An- 


drew Mellon, will present it at the 
Edison laboratory here on the eve- 
ning of October 20, after a brief ad- 
dress by President Coolidge, broad- 
cast over a nationwide hookup of 
radio stations. 


It was in his 
old laboratory at 


Menlo Park, 
N. J, that 
Edison 


evolved the crude forerunner of the 
present lighting system. Having just 
invented the phonograph, Edison in 
1878 was ready 
to tackle another 


problem and turned to the "subdi- 


viding of the electric light." For the 
arc lamps of that day. with other de- 
fects, were too Intensely bright for 
small rooms, 
and gas illumination 


had disadvantages. 


Others had made 
experimental 


lamps embodying the Incandescent 
principle of heating 
a substance 


with electrical current until it glow- 
ed. But none was practical. 


Working almost constantly with 


an enthusiastic force that slept but a 
few hours each 
day, Edison first 


confirmed the others* failures. Then 
he tested his own 
theories, trying 


successively burners 
made of car- 


bonized paper, metals and again dif- 


ferent forms of carbon. 
They 
all 


broke, or burned out, or melted 
In 


the glass bulbs from which air bad 
been laboriously pumped by hand. 


Meanwhile Edison was undaunted 


by the ridicule that followed his ef- 
forts. 


His chief difficulty 
having been 


the construction of the carbon fila- 
ment, be looked around for a dur- 
able material and finally hit upon 
cotton thread. 
Bending pieces of 


thread Into hairpin shape, he would 
bake them In a nickel mould until 
they became wisps of carbon. 
But 


each time they would break, once 
just as Edison reached the glass- 


where the 
lamps 
blower's houso 
were made. 


Eventually, however, a carbon was 


completed, inserted In a bulb, the air 
exhausted and tho lamp sealed. The 
current was turned on and that first 
lamp, lighted October 21, 1878, burn- 
ed 45 hours. 


Gas lighting was to be supplanted 


and the evolution 
of the incandes- 


cent lamp into the vacuum tube or 
audion or radio was to help in "il- 
luminating 
the path of progress" 


for which the inventor now gets an- 
other medal.

try where it can survive, Dr. C. JL. 
Marlatt, chief of the plans quaran- 
tine and control administration of 
the agriculture department, contends 
it is- being held in check except 
where it is spreading normally by 
flight. 


Testifying before the sub-commit- 


tee at hearings on the agriculture 
appropriation bill, Dr. Marlatt said 
the "normal spread" of the corn 
borer is something that cannot be 
prevented. 


"We are willing to say right off 


the reel that this pest eventually is 
going to cover the United States, 
that is, where it can live," he as- 
Perted. 


He -added, however, that the spread 


of the Insect last year was very tri- 
vial, largely due to efficient preven- 
tive measures. 


"We are holding back the spread 


of this insect," he declared, adding 
that this was useful not only direct- 
ly in keeping certain areas of the 
corn belt free "rom the pest, but in 
"enabling us in the meanwhile to 
bring out natural control by means 
of parasites."
